What is legal 
milk 
or standard 
j milk or cream? How many Sedalians 
jwho buy those dairy products really 
-know 
what 
constitutes 
standard 
quality in either? 


The state law fixes the standards 
for milk, cream and 
butter—that is, 
specifies the minimum of the essen­ 
tial ingredients that shall be contain­ 
ed therein, 
and 
where 
the qualify 
falls below this, it is 
not 
legal or 


standard. The language of the state 
law' with reference to milk reads as 
follows: 
“Milk is the fresh, clean, lacteal 
secretion obtained by complete milk­ 
ing of one or 
mere 
healthy cows, 
properly fed and kept, excluding that 
obtained fifteen days before and ten 
days after calving, and contains not 
less than 8 3-4% solids not fat and 
not less than 3 1-4% of milk fat. 
“Cream is that portion of milk rich* 
in fat, which rises to the surface cf 
milk on 
stand 
or 
is 
separated 
from it by centrifugal force, is frosh 
and clean and contains not less I baa 
18'% of milk fat.” 
It is a fact well known to dairy­ 
men that tne whole 
milk 
yield by 
certain cows will not test up to the 
standard of 3 %.% butter 
fat, 
and 
while such animals are not very nu 
merous, of course it would be possi­ 
ble to get together 
a 
whole dairy 
i»erd of that type of animals and the 
iron seq lienee would he that the milk 
buyer would not be getting legal or 
standard milk, because it would be 
toe low in butter fat content. 
S 
i is a rare thing 
that the milk 
d in a cow in its natural state 
Is deficient in the solids not fat, as 
required by .the law, 
and 
where 
chemical analysis of the milk would 
show* a deficiency in that, respect the 
courts would take it. as “presumptive 
evidence” that 
the 
milk had been 
■watered. 
As much o^ the milk 
retailed 
Sedalia is from Jersey or grade Jer 
W coivs, if such milk is sold just 
as taken from the cow, without be 
ing standardized by use of tho creair 
separator, it is probable 
that most 
cf the milk is equal to or in excess 
of the butter fat 
required 
by law' 
But It is also possible that some o 
the milk being sold, 
also 
some o‘ 
the cream, does not fulfill the lega 
Requirement. Any one interested hav­ 
ing any doubts about the quality 
the milk they are buying can satis 
fy themselves on that score by hav 
ing a sample of the 
milk 
properly 
tested. 
Sedalia now 
has 
a city milk in 
spector in the person of Mr. G. E. 
Rhoads, a graduate of the ah*sour 
college of agriculture, 
dairy depart 
ment, and a man well qualified anc 
fully competent for the duties of the 
position. He is making a careful in­ 
spection of all 
the 
dairies, with a 
view' to having all of the provisions 
of the city dairy ordinance complied 
with? and it is his purpose to co-op- 
crate fully with the dairymen for the 
betterment of their methods and the 
improvement of the 
dairy 
products 
furnished Sedalians.
